LONDON, Noy, 80,—Although sat- 
isfied that the Roumanian army is 
still absolutely intact, Major General 
f. B. Maurice, chief director of mili- 
tary operations at the war office, told 
the Associated Press today that any 
further advance by the Germans 
would menn a considerable success for 
them. General Maurice said: 

“There is no use minimizing the 
fact that the further advance of the 
Clermans means a considerable suc- 
c step forward gives them the 
corn district, While a still further step 
means their possession of the oil 
belts.

Boxing in the Old Days. . 

An encyclopedia of three-quarters of a century ago contains much that is 
quaint and amusing to twentieth century readers. In those days when the 
railway was in its infancy and most of the necessities of latter-day civilization, 
such as electric Ughts, the telegraph, baseball and machine guns, were un- 
dreamed of, the compilers of an encyclopedia could devote more space to 
sports and pastimes, It is from such a compendium of wisdom that the fol- 
lowing selections from an article on “Boxing” have been extracted: 

“In the roigns of the princes of the house of Brunswick we find the prize 
ring regularl established; a champion of England was named, wearing a belt 
of honor won »y having proved himself the best pugilfst in England, and held 
on the condition of meeting all comers, on penalty of surrendering it, if de- 
clining the trio] or beaten by the adversary. From that time it became the 
usual mode of deciding all disputes among the lower or middle classes, who 
! ‘ticed and js udied the art as assiduously as did gentlemen a few years ear- 
lier that of fencing, and the Jiumbler classes the art of fighting with clubs or 
sticks. Nor did gentlemen refuse to practice boxing, as a means of protection 
against the assivilts of inferiors, and still more as the best system of gymnas- 
tics for bringing all the limbs under perfect command, rendering every part 
of the body pliant, flexible, and firm, acquiring a perfect aplomb, as it is call- 
ed, ornpower of keeping the true centre of gravity in every position, and of ex- 
tending the body and limbs to the extreme Jength and recovering again with- 
out pause or difiiculty. ‘The practice of boxing also gives to those proficient 
in it a remarkable power of calmly looking danger in the eye, and preserving 
both the temper wad the courage under trying circumstances unruffled, The 
prize ring inculcated certain rules, to transgress which was regarded as in- 
famous; as, to strike below the belt; to strike a man when he was down; to 
eatch hold of the hiir; to bite, kick, or inflict any hurt, except with the shut 
hand; and above al), to take odds against a single man, or to hurt a child or 
woman, ‘These rules became the rules of the whole English people; and in 
case of a quarrel occurring, the casual bystanders would form a ring and in- 
sist on the rendition of fair play. It is said that this sport encourages indi- 
vidual and, therefore, national courage; that it leads to a general sense and 
sentiment of fair play and honor; that it discourages and renders infamous 
the use of the knife and of deadly weapons; that malice, rancor, and sland- 
erous gossip were kept down by the resort to the fist dello; and that it was 
an excellent thing to teach a man that it is not good or safe for him to utter 
anything with his tongue, which he is not able and ready to maintain with his 
hands.” 

From this account it would seem that boxing, which has been so vigorous- 
ly denounced by the moralists, in reality marked @ gréat advance in civilizr 
tion in England; and the same was true of America, for duels with sword and 
pistol, and ferocious rough-and- tumble buttles, were frequent until the fistic 
code was introduced,
